The letter contained a serious fibel 
on the three Commissioners, and the present 
action was the only way they could justify 
themselves, A civil action would be absurd. 
There damage was not to the personal in- 
tegrity of Mr, O’Hegarty, Mr. O'Neill or 
Mr. Boland, which was above reproach, but 
damage .. the State, because such libel un- 
der-nined the entire system set up by the 
Dail. The only defence that he could see in 
the affidavit put forward showing cause was 
one of fair comment, and that the matter was 
one in the public interest. The respondent 
thought he was discharging a public duty. 
That was no defence whatever. The repeti- 
tion of a libel was in itself a libel. Here 
they had repetition of a libel, and the respon- 
dent went on to suggest that he was entitled 
to repeat the libel and comment upon it. 

It was not the privilege of a newspaper to 
take a libel and, without making any inquiry 
as to the truth or otherwise of the accusa- 
tions in that libel, set it forth. Newspapers 
could comment only upon what was irue. and 
not what was a libel. It was an injury to the 
State for a newspaper to broadcast a libel of 
this kind, and he accordingly asked that the 
rule should be made a! solute.

Two income tax cases were decided by Mr. Justice Hanna in the 
He upheld an appeal of the Mar- 
chioness Conyngham, who pleaded that the sum of £3,500 spent on the 
upkeep of Slane Castle, under the terms of the will of the fifth marquis, 


In the second case no appearance was entered fur Captain R. 
Brassey, who was Master of the Limerick Foxhounds in 1924-6, and the 
judgment was given for the Revenue Commissioners. 


The hearing was concluded of the appeal 
of the Marchioness Conyngham against the 
decision of the Revenue Commiggioners that 
the whole of the sum of £3,500 spent by her 
on the maintenance and upkeep of Slane 
Castle and demesne was income; that it had

By the will of the fifth Marquis Con-ng-

will, that it was not income of the appellant 
and that it could not be included in the 
computation of the appellant’s total income 
for the purposes of super-tax. 


A QUESTION OF LAW. 

The appeal came before the Court on a 
special case stated by the Commissioners for 
the Special Purposes of the Income Tax Acts, 
the question of law for the opinion of the 
High Court being, whether the sum should be 
included in estimating the appellant’s total 
income from all sources for the purposes of 
super-tax for each of the years mentioned. 

Mr. McCann, K.€., who, with Mr. Lavery, 
K.C., and Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by 
Mr. Collins, Revenue solicitor) appeared for 
the Revenue Commissioners, the respondents, 
concluded his argunient in support of the 
finding of the Commissioners, stating that if 
counsel for the appellant did not succeed in 
introducing a trust into this case he thought 
that there was little’ question of this money 
being income. Apart from that, he sub- 
mitted that within the meaning of the 
authorities and the Jaw as now expounded in 
the Courts of Chancery, there was no ascer- 
tainable, forcible trust of any kind upon this 
He submitted that his friend had not 
his contention.

The word ‘‘receive”’ with reference to 
the money was used, from the point of 
view of the Marchioness, rather than the 
word “pay, in the will, and did not, he 
thought, lessen in any way the obligation on 
the trustees to pay, or the obligation on the 
Marchioness to receive, because she herself, as 
one of the trustees, had control of the money, 
and it was, perhaps, in conveyancing langu- 
age, considered more appropriate thai she, as 
trustee, should be deemed to receive the 
money for a specific purpose than that the 
word should be used, to “ pay ” it to herself. 
The sum that was to be paid was not an 
absolute sum—it was a sum that had to be, 
he thought, measured by the amount neces- 
sary for the maintenance and upkeep of the 
hereditaments referred to. The clause did 
not include the power to expend the money 
for the improvement or development of the 
estate, and it did not include the expenditure 
of money either expressly or by implication 
for the persona] purposes of the Marchioness. 

The case had been very fully put before 
him by counsel on both sides, and in conse- 
quence of their full argument he did not 
deem it necessary to reserve judgment. He 
was of opinion that a trust was created defi-

LIABILITY TO INCOME TAX. 


The case of Captain R. Brassey against the 
Commissioners of Inland Revenue was set 
down for hearing by way of appeal on a case 
stated by Circuit Judge McElligott. 

When tha case was called, 

Mr. E. J. Kelly, who, with Mr. McCann, 
K.C., and Mr. Lavery, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. B. Collins, Revenue Solicitor), appeared 
for the Commissioners of Inland Revenue, said 
that the Commissioners were the appellants. 
The respondent did not intend to go on with 
the case, so that all that he proposed to do 
was to read the case stated, and ask his 
lordship to give judgment for the Revenue 
Commissioners. 

Counsel then read the case stated by Circuit 
Judge McElligott as follows :—This case came 
before me by way of appeal from a decision 
of the Special Commissioners of Income Tax 
holding that Captain Brassey was liable for 
income tax in the Saorstat for the years 1924- 
25 and 1925-1926. ‘The facts are as follow :— 
Captain Brassey is an English gentleman with 
an establishment in England. He has no 
establishment in the Saorstat. In the years 
in question he was Master of the Limerick 
Foxhounds, and hunted them regularly. In 
1924-25 he had no regular lace of abode in 
Ireland, but for a period of over six months 
he stayed at the residence of his friends 
or in hotels. This was for the purpose of 
carrying out the duties of M.F.H. For the 


‘same purpose, in 1925-26, he took a furnished 


house at Croom for the hunting season, and 
was hunting in Ireland for some five months, 
when he returned to England. The office of 
master is a purely voluntary one, and not an 
office of profit or gain. The services of the 
master can be dispensed with at any time by 
the members of the hunt. On this ground 
I thought this case was distinguishable from 
the Cadwallader’s case. I held that Captain 
Brassey was resident within the meaning of 
the Income Tax Acts in Ireland in 1924-25, 
and not so resident in 1925-26. After 
decision Lad been given I came to the con- 
clusion that if I were right as regards 1925- 
26, tie same reasoning would apply to the 
vear 1924-25, but no appeal has been taken 
from my decision by Captain Brassey. The 
question for the Court is: Was Captain 
Brassey residert within the meaning of the 
Income Tax Act. in the Saorstat in 1925-26? 

Mr. McCann handed in a letter which, he 
said, had been received in connection with 
the matter.

BELMULLE?, Monday. 

A sad accident occurred at Rossport, 
Ballina, on Saturday night, presumably 
between 9 p.m. and 10 p.m., as a result of 
which Civic Guard Patrick Charles Finnegan, 
Rossport, lost his life. 

The Guard was sent on “duty across the 
water which divides Rossport from Pula- 
thomas on Saturday at 4 p.m., and was taken 
over by the local ferryman. Returning from 
his “beat at about 9 p.m. he paid a visit 
to the business establishment of Mr. Michael 
McGuire, on the Pulathomas side of the 
water, and purchased two packages of 
cigarettes. He then left for his station, to 
reach which he had to cross the ferry again. 
Nothing further was heard of him until 
the. following morning at 11.45 a.m., when 
his body was found on the Rossport side, 
close to the barrack. He was then in fall 
uniform, even to the cap, and the fact that 
his whistle was released from his pockat shows 
that he must have used it to sunimon the 
lerryman to convey him back to his station. 

There is a treacherous current running at 
that particular piace, and being almost a 
stranger it is assumed that he was taken 
unawares and lost his life while signalling 
to the ferryman. 


THE INQUEST, 

Dr. McGuinness, Coroner, 
held an inquest on the body to-day. 
was no jury. 

Superintendent Finnegan, Belmullet, identi- 
fied the remains. Guard Finnegan was 24 
years of age, and a native of Navan, He was 
unmarried and of good character. 

Michael Gallagher, Rossport, stated that 
he found the body at 11.45 a.m. on Sunday 
close to the shore near the Civic Guard 
barrack. It was lying face downwards. 

Michael McGuire, baile, farmer and 
shopkeeper, stated that Guard Finnegan 
visited his place at 8.55 p.m. on Saturday 
and left after five minutes. He purchased 
two packets of cigarettes. He was quite 
sober. It was very dark, and a storm arose 
soon afterwards. 

Guard O'Driscoll deposed that he was in 
charge of Rossport station in the absence of 
the sergeant. He knew the deceased Guard 
well, and sent him on patrol to the Pula- 
thomas side of the ferry on Saturday at 4 
Fa He was perfectly sober. As far as he 
snew he had no troubles of any sort. 

THE MEDICAL EVIDENCE, 

Dr. Studdert, medical officer, Pulathomas, 
stated that he made a superficiaj examination 
of the body. With the exception of a slight 
abrasion on the face there were no marks. 
This abrasion occurred after death, which was 
due to drowning. 

The Coroner returhted a verdict to this 
effect, and that the drowning was accidental.

MENTAL HOSPITALS.

COST OF RUNNING CORK AND 
YOUGHAL INSTITUTIONS. 
From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

CORK, Monday. 

Mr. P. Monahan, Cork City Commissioner, 
to-day announced an increase of £1,102 in the 
estimated expenditure for the next financial 
year in connection with Cork and Youghal 
Mental Hospitals. The total demand for the 
vear is £82,708, as against £81,606 for the 
vear ending 5lst March, 1928, and £95,532 for 
the preceding term. 

In commenting on the figures, Mr. Monahan 
said that, having regard to the expected 
economy from the opening of the Youghal 
auxiliary institution, the closing of the gap 
between the general average cost of mainten- 
ance in the Free State and the average cost in 
Cork and Youghal: indicates a need for re- 
trenchment in expenditure which must receive 
serious attention in the coming year. “ No 
doubt,” he added, “the standard of mainten- 
ance varies from place to place, but the fact 
that every one of the mental hospitals dealing 
with every class of patient is run at an 
average cost per head about the same as 
Youghal auxiliary indicates that such an 
auxiliary must for the future be run on more 
economic lines.” 

It may be mentioned that the average cost 
per patient at the two institutions during the 
end of the last three years has heen £46, £44 
and £42. The average cost of maintenance in 
the seventeen mental hospitals in the Free 
State during these years was £51, £49 and 
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The Commissioner also stated that such 
reductions as might be exnected from 
fluctuating prices were more than balanced 
by the number of patients to he maintained, 
the number being increased by 200 during the 
last four vears. There had, however, been a 
steady fall in the cost of administration, and 
to-day’s demand showed no remarkable 
change in the estimated expenditure. 


BELFAST DEAN AND CIVIC 
MORALITY. 


WHEN CITIZENS CAN FACE 
WORLD UNASHAMED. 


The civic administration of Belfast was 
referred to in the Belfast Cathedral on 
Sunday by the Very Rev. H. R. Brett, M.A., 
Dean of Belfast, in the course of a striking 
sermon on the duties and privileges of 
citizenship. ‘ 

Their civic representatives, he said, must 
he men of clean hands and unquestioned 
honour. 

“In this way we can strike a blow at the 
worm of corruption which always can be 
found near the root of civic life, and hasten 
the day when Belfast men, jealous of their 
city’s credit, can again face the world 
unashamed.’’ 

Stating that it was high time for all of 
them to awaken out of the sleep of indiffer- 
ence, Dean Brett characterised the attitude 
of the ordinary citizen to matters which con- 
cerned the welfare of the city as reprehensibly 
selfish. If the affairs of the city fell into 
the hands of men of doubtful honour, the 
jerry builder and the land speculator, the 
ordinary citizen, he said, stood aloof as from 
some low concern.

CHARGES IN A LETTER, 


In the King’s Bench Division, Belfast, 
yesterday, before Mr. Justice Brown and a 
common jury, the action came on for hearing 
in which John Niblock, Corporation official, 
of Eia street, Belfast, sued Edward Leathem, 
ressenger, of Denore street (New Lodge 
road), Belfast, for £1,000 damages for libel. 

The libel complained of was alleged to 
have been contained in a letter, dated 2nd 
February, 1927, from defendant to J. C. 
Hutchinson, which was as follows :— 

‘* Gentlemen, I wish to state that my house 
has been broken up through a man with 
whom my wife has been going out for the 
past four years, drinking tegether. My little 
daughter told me about them meeting and 
going into public-houses. I am willing to 
prove all my statements. My wife sál me 
to forgive her, and not to let his poor wife 
know, and s'ie would never speak to him 
again. She told me he took her to his hut 
up Cliftonville road. He ia an inspector in 
City Council, and Lis name is John Niblock. 
I struck him and shouted out to everybody 
about them in his home, Kia street. He was 
t2 summons me for assault, but I have not 
got any word .nd it’s now over a week since 
I struck him. I hope you will bring this 
forward. I am a messenger in the Ministry 
of Finance this last three years, and have 
a very good Army character.—Yours sin- 
cerely, E. Leathem.”’ 

The plaintiff, in his statement of claim. 
having put in a copy of the letter quoted 
above, stated that the words that the de- 
fendant meant :-d was understood to mean, 
were that he (plaintiff) had been guilty of 
improper conduct with defendant’s wife. 

THE DEFENCE. 

In his statement of defence, the defendant 
admitted that he wrote the -words and pub- 
lished them to J. C. Hutchinson. He denied 
that he wrote or published the letter falsely 
or maliciously. The words were, according 
to their material and ordinary significance, 
true in substance and in fact, and the letter 
was written and published on a privileged 
occasion and tnder a sense of duty and 
without malice towards the plaintiff, and 
with the honest | -lief “hat the charge therein 
was true. 

The defendant . snied that the plaintiff had 
suffered any damage. 

The plaintiff, in his evidence, denied that 
he was guilty of any such misconduct. He 
admitted that on one or two occasions he 
gave the woman, whom he had known for 
many years, a drink, but she was never in 
his hut 

For the defence, Margaret Leathem, the 
defendant's wife, was examined, and stated 
that she had met the defendant on Thursday 
nights by arrangement, and th’t misconduct 
had taken place. 

In cross-examination she admitted that 
she had told Mrs. Niblock and her own 
mother that the story was untrue, but said 
that she had ‘one that to save herself. 

After the defendant had given evidence, 
the jury disagreed, and were discharged. 
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DERRY PORT’S GOOD 
YEAR. 


BOOM IN HOME TRADE. 


The Chairman (Mr. R. H. Smyth) re 
viewed the trade of the port during the past 
year at the annual meeting of the London- 
derry Port and Harbour Commissioners. He 
said that the tonnage of vessels entering the 
during 1927 wes as follows:—Home 

1,054 vessels (277,583 tons); foreign 
sels (91,321 tons) ; trans-Atlantic 
mail and passenger steamers, 75 vessels 
(709,758 tons), making a total of 1,172 
vessels, with a total tonnage of 1,078,462. 

In the preceding year the tonnage was as 
follows:—Home trade, 659 vessels (198,097 
tons); foreign trade, 99 vessels (115,890 
tons); trans-Atlantic mail and passenger 
steamers, 77 vessels (770,323 tons); making 
a total of 835 vessels, with a total tonnage 
of 1,082,510. 

Although the total tonnage in 1927 
3,848 tons less than the year 1926, it did not 
mean that they had had a bad year. On the 
contrary, the year had been quite good. The 
decrease in the tonnage was due to the fact 
that there were four trans-Atlantic mail and 
passenger vessels less than the previous year, 
representing 60,565 tons. This decrease was 
due, he understood, to the reduction in the 
emigrant passenger traffic caused by thie 
recent American legislation. The home trade 
showed an increase of 79,286 tons, and the 
foreign trade was up to the normal average. 

REVENUE FROM DUES. 

The revenue derived from dues on ships 
and goods—their principal source of income 
—showed an increase of £3,285 over 1926 
and £1,358 over 1925. ‘This was most satis- 
factory, as the revenue from these sources 
was really the barometer of the trade of the 
port. The revenue for the year ended Decem- 
ber 31 last amounted to £39,524, compared 
with £34,348 in the vear 1926—an ‘ncrease of 
£5,176. The expenditure, which included 
interest on stock and debentures, amounted 
to £35,427, as compared with £55,573 in 
1926, being an increase of £1,852. The sum 
of £7,357 expend:2d on dredging showed an 
increase of £2,284 over the previous year. 

EQUIPMENT. 

They had now, as part of the equipment 
of the harbour, a machine capable of weigh- 
ing all classes of motor waggons, and it was 
hoped that the large expenditure involved in 
providing such a machine would be justified. 
He was very pleased to refer to the fact 
that last Mav the Great Northern Railway 
Company resumed the importation of loco- 
motive coal through the port, of Derry. 

The port had been maintained in an 
efficient state during the year, and the 
financial position of the Harbour Trust was

He heard the ‘* hail’’ from it 
whistle over his head. When he got up to it 
he found the dog unable to walk and carried 
it home. The dog was two years old, and 
he had tried it at Ballyboley, when it did 
well. That was six months ago. He had 
hopes, therefore, of it as a racer. 

fn reply to Mr. Fox, the witness said that 
he did not make any mistake as to the 
identity of the man who shot the dog. He 
had given the same evidence at the petty 
sessions for the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, and the case was dis- 
missed. 

Asked to read a document, witness refused 
to look at it, saying that he was no 
scholar. He denied that his eysesight was 
bad, and said that he had served in the Army 
during the war, and had since been examined 
by a doctor without his sight being ques- 
tioned.

HE burial of Thomas Hardy in West 
minster Abbey was, in effect, a 
sufhcient answer to his own philosophy.

It would be 
merely conventional‘ to pretend that his 
burial anything but Thomas 
Hardy's own,family affirmed it tu be; and 
it had something of the effect that might 
have been produced by the burial of 
Gibbon in the Holy Sepulchre, with 
Voltaire as une of the pall-bearers. 

It was the funeral of a man who had 
been loaded with earthly honours for his 
@*position of their emptiness, and tor his 
afirmation that they never came to those 
who deserved them.

MADRID, Monday.

WOOLSACK REFUSED 
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One of the highest paid lawyers in 
Great Britain—his income is said to have 
been over £35,000 per year—Sir John 
Simon, who leaves for India on Thursday 
as Chairman of the Statutory Commis- 
sion, announced last night that he had 
decided to retire from practice at the Bar. 

His work in connection with the Com- 
mission in any case would have lost him 
some £70,000; for it meant the abandon- 
ment of his practice for two years, and 
this has probably led to his decision to 
leave the Bar for good. 

Sir John Simon and his colleagues are 
expected to spend about three weeks in 
New Delhi, a fortnight in Madras, and 
then go to the Punjab, leaving Bombay 
for Engand on March Slst. A pre- 
liminary survey of the situation in India 
will be made during this visit, but another 
and more prolonged visit will be made 
later.

At the reguest oí His Majesty's Govern- 
ment, in the Union oí South Africa, the 
King has approved of an extension of the 
term of office of Major-General the Earl 
of Athlone, D.S.O., as Governor-General 
and Commander-in-Chief of the Union of 
South Africa for two years, from 21st 
January, 1929. 

The King has also approved of a similar 
extension of the Earl of Athlone’s term 
of office as High Commissioner for South 
Africa. 

The Earl of Athlone will proceed on 
leave of absence to Great Britain in June, 
1928, and will Fr to South Africa 
before the end of the year. 


WAR SERVICE IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

It was in 1923 that Lord Athlone was 
appointed Governor-General of the Union 
of South Africa and High Commissioner 
for South Africa. This appointment, how- 
ever, by no means established his first 
acquaintance with that country, as more 
than thirty years ago—in 1896—he served 
in Matabeleland with the 7th Hussars, 
of which regiment he is now colonel, and 
in the South African War with the 6th 
Dragoons and as aide-de-camp, being 
mentioned in despatches and receiving the 
D.S.O. 

Born in 1874, the third son of the late 
Duke of Teck, Lord Athlone bore the title 
of Prince Alexander of Teck up to July, 
1917. In that month he discontinued 
the use of the style and title of “ Serene 
Highness’’ and “ Prince,’ and assumed 
the surname of Cambridge. In that 
month also he was created Earl of 
Athlone and Viscount Trematon in the 
Peerage of Great Britain. 

He married, in February, 1904, Princess 
Alice, daughter of the late Prince Leopold, 
Duke of Albany, and has one son. 
Viscount Trematon, born in 1907. and one 
daughter, Lady May Cambridge.

AT THE ABBEY. 


ASHES DEPOSITED IN 
POETS’ CORNER, 


From a Specrat CORRESPONDENT, 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 


His ashes in Westminster Abbey, his 
heart in Wessex—so the earth closed on 
Thomas Hardy. But his name lives among 
the great company of the immortals. 
Great men in literature, art and politics 
joined in the nation’s act of homage as 
his ashes were laid to rest in the Poets 
Corner to-day. Here at this hallowed 
spot, where generations to come will tread 
softly and worship at the shrine of one 
of our masters of literature and poetry, 
one imagined the spirits of Shakespeare, 
Tennyson, ackeray, Scott, Dickens, 
Coleridge and other great ones shaking off 
“the dust and hoar of the ages —to 
quote Hardy's own words—to join in this 
Empire tribute to their brother immortal. 


A THOUSAND MOURNERS. 


Seats had been allotted to one fhousand 
members of the public, and their presence 
symbolised the affection and love of a vast 
multitude. Many of those in the Abbey 
werein deep mourning, and some, to whom 
Hardy’s men and women with their joys 
and sorrows had been almost like personal 
friends, were in tears. Before the seats 
were filled Mrs. Hardy, a frail, pathetic 
figure, was led to a seat beside the 
catafalque on which the ashes of Hardy 
reposed before being carried to their last 
resting-place. Beside her was Miss Kate 
Hardy. the novelist’s sister. 

One bv one the candles that stood beside 
the catafalque were lighted, and the high 
altar was bathed in a soft, golden light 
that threw dim shadows across the grey 
pillars and lit up the pale, sorrowful 
faces in the surrounding pews. To the 
slow, majestic music of Bach’s Choral 
Preludes and Requiem Aternam (Har- 
wood), played by the former Abbey 
organist (Mr, Nicholson), the last of the 
creat congregation moved silently to their 
seats. For a time the silence was broken 
only by the soft, poignant organ notes. 
Then the chanting voices of the choir told 
of the approach of the procession from 
the Chapter House. | 

First came the cross-hearer and priests 
in their robes, and then the casket, hung 
with magnificent draperies, was borne to 
the catafalque. 


THE PALL-BEARERS. 
Slowly, with heads bowed, the pall- 


bearers came in. There were ten of them— 
men who had known and loved Hardy the 
man, as well as admired Hardy the artist. 
Political differences of a day and genera- 
tion were forgotten in common tribute to 
one who will live for all time, and the 
Prime Minister and Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald walked sadly side by side No 
men have been more united in their praise 
of Hardy than they, and as they took their 
places at the casket side it could be seen 
that they were deeply moved. 

Next came Sir James Barrie—the great 
friend of Hardy—and Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling. They were strangely different 


in appearance—Barrie, the most diminu- 
tive of the pall-bearers, with sad, forlorn 
face, and his companion somewhat taller, 
very alert, with dark eyebrows, and the 
set, almost grim, expression of one who 
lound it hard to conceal his emotion. 

Mr. Bernard Shaw followed, and with 
him was Mr. John Galsworthy. Behind 
them were Sir Edmund Gosse and Pro- 
fessor A. E. Housman. Lastly came the 
Master of Magdalene College, Cambridge 
(Mr. A. B. Ramsay), and the Provost of 
Queen’s College, Oxford (Dr. E. M. 
Walker). 


‘LET US NOW PRAISE FAMOUS 
MEN.” 


The huge congregation stood with bowed

ALLEGATIONS 


IN LONDON TRIAL. 


Remarkable revelations as to the extent 
of Russian espionage in England were 
made during the trial in London yesterday 
vf an Englishman and a German under 
the Official Secrets Act. 

Discovery of an _ alleged conspiracy 
against England was made, according to 
the Attorney-General, who prosecuted, 
when the accused Englishman sought to 
induce another Englishman to help him 
in obtaining information about the Royal 
Air Force. 

It transpired also in the statement. for 
the prosecution that a number of spies 
mentioned in certain documents had not 
been identified, ahd were still at large. 
One of them was said to be employed in 
Scotland Yard and another was a test 
nilot in the Air Force. 

Another disquieting feature was the fact 
that the spies knéw more than the British 
authorities had given them credit for 
knowing, and rejected an obsolete British 
Army manual which had been offered to 
them. “The accused Englishman was said 
to have been able to warn the Arcos 
people in London that their place was 
about to be raided.

McGivern, and Mr. D. Roberts appeared 
for the prosecution. McCartney was repre- 
sented by Mr. St. John Hutchinson, and Mr. 
John Maude; Hansen by Mr. J. A. C. 
Keeves and Mr. Derek Curtis Bennett. 
Public Prosecutor (Sir Archibald ‘oaKin) was 
present in court. 

McCartney, a square-jawed, powerful man, 
wore horn-rimmed spectacles. He pleaded not 
cuilty. Hansen, retined looking and youthful, 
glanced at the judge and answered, “Í am 
not guilty.” 


MENACE TO NATIONAL SAFETY. 

Sir Douglas Hogg, in opening for the 
prosecution, reminded the jury that under 
the Official Secrets Acts, 1911 and 1920, the 
seriousness of the offences varied greatly.

There were 
others which struck at the very root of 
national defence and national safet y—offences 
usually known as espionage.

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THE CASE OF HUNTER 
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“ A desire for notoriety and a wish to 
be in the limelight has brought about his 
undoing. His primary motive was not to 
cheat but to get the better of people who 
were acknowledged experts and to make 
a name for himself.”’ 

This was the defence put forward at the 
Buckinghamshire Assizes, Aylesbury, yester- 
day, by counsel for Hunter Charles Rogers, 
aged 47, who created a mild sensation in the 
antiquarian world in November, with his 
purported discovery of relics relating to 
William Penn, William Shakespeare and 
John Milton. Rogers was sentenced to 
twelve months’ imprisonment. He pleaded 
uilty to ten. counts of obtaining money by 
false pretences, for forging. letters with intent 
to defraud, and for uttering these letters. 
Other charges.to which he pleaded not guilty 
were withdrawn. 


EXPERTS’ VIEWS. 

The amount of money involved was £1,500, 
which he had obtained from Mr. Wiliam 
Jaggard, an antiquarian dealer, of Strat: rd- 
on-Avon, for forged Shakespearean relics, One 
of the charges dealt with a cheque for £200, 
obtained from Mr, D. 8. Crossfield, by means 
of forged letters. 

Mr. A. C. Caporn, for the prosecution, said 
that in 1924 Rogers had collected two parcels 
of books or documents which he alleged were 
Shakespearean relics purporting to bear in 
some instances the signature of William 
Shakespeare. He approached Mr. Jaggard 
in August, 1925, and induced him to purchase 
one parcel, telling him that Mr. Gilson, the 
Keeper of Manuscripts at the British Museum, 
and the Secretary and Librarian i the 
Trustees of Shakespeare's Birthplace ' were 
satisfied that the relics were cenuine. 

As a matter of fact the Secretary of 
were not genuine, and Mr. Gilson doubted 
not certified that they were accurate, 

Mr. Jaggard parted with £800, relying 
solely on the authority that Rogers had 
given. A week later Rogers told him that 
he had discovered a second parcel of books 
in a warehouse where he had stored some 
goods belonging to an aunt, who was con- 
nected with the banker poet; Samuel Rogers, 
of whom he claimed to be a descendant. Mr. 
Jaggard paid a further £800, but received 
judgmeut in a civil case at the Birmingham 


Assizes, 
THE IRON CHEST. 

Rogers purchased in Noyember, 1926, a 
small iron chest resembling an old deed box. 
At that time it was unlocked and contained 
nothing at all. Rogers conceived the idea of 
placing in the chest a considerable number oi 
documents, and pretended he had bought the 
chest at a sale at Stoke Court, the home ol 
the Penn family, in July, 1926. He said that 
when he bought the chest it was securely 
locked, but on forcing it open he found docu- 
ments which showed, or tended to show, that 
the chest was given to the great William 
Penn by Charles Il. 
One of the documents bearing the name 
Thomas Penn and the date May 6th, 1770, 
referred to personal belongings of William 
Penn which Thomas Penn wished. to be- 
queath to the Jordane Meeting House. Rogers,
